confusion than ever to the jum- 
ble of trucks and handcarts that 
have awed generations of for- 
eigners. 


Left behind will be the rats, 


the girls, the restaurants and 40 
abandoned acres.

go after the rats. The girls are 
fewer than a decade ago. If 
business falls off, they will prob- 
ably move on to where its bet- 
ter. 


Where the market stood, the 


city government plans to con- 
struct an international trade 
center, housing projects, and 
shopping and business facilities 
with underground concourses. 
But the plans have aroused 
much controversy, and their fu- 
ture is not entirely certain. 


The well known tourist res- 


taurants expect to keep going. 


"But there are about 350little 


cafes that live off the people 
who work here," lamented the 
balding patron of one place that 
serves onion soup on the bar. 
"For us, it is ruin, misery." 


Rungis has 500 acres to Les 


Halles' 40, modern equipment, 
new buildings, parking lots and 
restaurants.

Halles was something great. 
Whatever they do at Rungis, it 
won't be the.same. You felt part 
of Les Halles. Feeling part of 
Rungis would be like feeling 
part of some cement company."

Fall Sharply 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Ex- 


ports and imports both fell 
sharply in January, the Com- 
merce Department reported to- 
day, 
as 
the longshoremen's 


strike virtually halted traffic in 
and out of Atlantic and Gulf 
Coast ports. 


Exports were valued at $2,1 


billion on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, a 28 per cent decrease 
from the previous month. At the 
same time incoming shipments 
fell to just under $2 billion, off 
nearly 34 per cent from the pre- 
vious month, 


Asst. Secretary William H. 


Chartener, said exports were 
ahead of imports for the month 
by $115.6 million, but added, 
"Because of the extremely dis- 
rupting 
impact of the dock 


strike, no general significance 
can be read into 
trade balance." 


The strike had almost no im- 


pact on imports of fuels because 
they are unloaded automatical- 
ly, Chartener said. This was the 
only category 
of imports to 


show an increase from Decem- 
ber, he said, 


The export figures would have 


been lower, he said, except for 
an upsurge in overland ship- 
ments of automotive parts and 
assemblies to Canada, as well 
as greater reliance on air cargo 
carriers.

Plan to End Postal 
Patronage First Step 
in Undoing Abuses

WASHINGTON (AP) - Post- 


master 
General Winton M. 


Blount says the administration's 
proposals for ending postal pa- 
tronage are but a first step to- 
ward 
"undoing 
decades 
of 


abuse, and I mean decades, that 
have culminated in the condi- 
tions that we have here." 


Political influence played a 


role even in routine promotions 
within local post offices, Blount 
said in an interview. 


"It's 
been documented time 


and again about the connections 
of the people who had positions 
of responsibility around here," 
he said. 


Turning to the 15 postal re- 


gional offices responsible for 
different sections of the country, 
Blount said " Political influence 
within these regions has been 
almost complete, and it's going 
to have to be changed." 


President Nixon asked Con- 


gress this week to abolish politi- 
cal appointments of postmasters 
and rural carriers and set up a 
system of appointments based 
on merit. 


"Reform of the postal system 


is long overdue," the President 
said in a message to Capitol 
Hill. "I consider it essential as a 
first step, that the congress 
remove the last vestiges of po- 
litical patronage in the Post Of- 
fice Department." 


Blount

the National Governors Confer- 
ence on the second day of its 
two-day winter meeting that the 
Justice Department is keeping 
an eye on campus disorders. 


The proposal by California 


Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, whose 


own state has had some of the 
severest upheavals, would have 
called on President Nixon to or- 
der a study "to determine if 
their is a nationwide plan or or- 
ganization behind the current 
outbreaks." 


California has been troubled 


by sporadic unrest at the Uni- 
versity of California's Berkeley 
campus and at San Francisco 
State College. 


"I see no need to foment rou- 


ble in Florida by indicating it is 
a federal responsibility," said 
that 
state's chief 
executive, 


Claude Kirk. 


"In terms of the Michigan sit- 


uation, I do not believe a federal 
investigation Is necessary or ad- 
visable at this time," said new 
Gov. William G. Mllliken. 


The governors, many of whom 


spent a good deal of the two 
days talking about the campus 
problem, thus indicated agree- 
ment with suggestions present- 
ed by the Rev. Theodore Hes- 
burgh, president of Notre Dame 
University. 


Hesburgh, who was praised 


earlier by President Nixon for

Search Continues 
For ALS Treatment 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—In one of your col- 


umns, you mentioned a pan- 
creatic e n z y m e for the 
treatment 
of amyotrophic 


lateral sclerosis. How effec- 
tive is it? 


A—This treatment has not 


justified the hopes placed in 
it. The search for an effec- 
tive treatment continues. 


Q—How does amyotrophic 


lateral sclerosis differ from 
multiple sclerosis? 


A—ALS usually has its on- 


set in persons in their 40s 
and 50s and is steadily pro- 
gressive. MS starts in the 
20s and 30s and progresses 
slowly, often with periods of 
remission. ALS is character- 
ized by w e a k n e s s , with 
marked wasting away of the 
involved muscles, fine trem- 
ors in small muscles and ex- 
aggerated 
knee jerks and 


related reflexes, while MS is 
characterized 
by numbness 


as well as weakness, no 
w a s t i n g of muscles and 
coarse intention t r e m o r s 
seen only when a co-ordi- 
nated movement, such as 
raising a cup to the lips, is 
attempted.

and as yet there is no cure 
for either. 


Q—I n your c o l u m n on 


Bell's palsy, 
you said

could be caused by a tumor. 
Where would the tumor be?

A—For a tumor to cause 


facial 
paralysis 
it would 


have to be in the region of 
the facial nerve. For the re- 
curring type of this disease, 
you should avoid exposure 
of your face to wind and 
cold and avoid crowds dur- 
ing the season when respira- 
tory infections are 
preva- 


lent. 


Q—In a recent column you 


mentioned a pain killer that 
didn't contain any aspirin.

Arkansas Senate approved a 
bill Thursday to amend the 
state's 1967 turnpike legislation 
and clear the way for the con* 
struction of toll roads, 


The Senate passed 33»1 a bill 


empowering the state Turnpike 


Authority to Issue revenue 


bonds to construct turnpikes 
and lease them to the Highway 
Commission, The commission's 
lease payments would be used 
to retire the bonds, 


If 
the turnpike operations 


don't produce enough money to 
meet the lease payments, the 
commission 
would be autho* 


rized to set aside motor fuel 
taxes to make up the deficit. 


The House passed a bill by 


Rep. Cecil Alexander of Heber 
Springs 
that 
would 
almost 


triple the income tax paid by 
domestic life insurance com« 
palnes. Alexander said the bill 
would produce about $232,000 
annually, He said the 
firms 


now pay about $77,000 In in- 
come taxes. 


The bill, which reduces from 


four to 3 74 per cent the policy 
reserve 
fund 
credit 
for the 


companies, represented a com- 
promise 
agreed 
to 
by the 


industry. It passed 69-0. 


The Senate's turnpike bill 


passed after the chamber re- 
fused an amendment by Sen. 
Morrell Gathright of Pine Bluff 
that would have required that 
after the bonds used to finance 
a toll road are retired the tolls 
would 
be 
removed and the 


turnpike would be operated as 
part of the state highway sys- 
tem. 


Gathright said tolls on large 


revenue-producing roads could 
be maintained indefinitely to 
support 
unfeasible 
turnpikes 


and that this would be unfair 
to users of the money-making 
roads. 


The 1967 legislature created 


the Turnpike Authority and au- 
thorized it to build turnpikes. 
But a study of 1,200 miles of 
proposed corridors found each 
to be unfeasible, making it un- 
likely that bond buyers would 
purchase the bonds required to 
finance any of the turnpikes. 


Under the bill, pattered after 


Kentucky legislation, the High- 
way Commission would pledge 
its resources to support the 
bonds if needed. The commis- 
sion would enter Into a two- 
year c o n t r a c t 
renewable 


biennium to operate each turn- 
pike. 


Sen. 
John F. Gibson of Der- 


mott, the only senator to vote 
against the measure, objected 
to the provisions to permit the 
Highway Commission to set a- 
side motor fuel taxes to support 
turnpike bonds. 


Sen. Olen Hendrix of Prescott 


said that the bill was one 
method under which the state 
could build roads and free rev- 
enue so the Highway Depart- 
ment could build other public 
highways.

"overrules" the 1941 Initiated 
Act setting up the local-option 
procedure. 


Griffin offered an amendment 


to the bill to strike a section 
that would permit private, non- 
profit 
clubs of a social or 


fraternal 
measure 
to serve 


mixed drinks in each county of 
the state, including dry coun- 
ties. Griffin's amendment was 
reported out with no recom- 
mendation. 


Sen. 
Max HELL OF Little 


Rock, who is managing the bill 
in the Senate, 
said he was 


hopeful of bringing the measure 
to a vote today. A fight looms 
on Griffin's 
amendment plus 


amendments that Sens. J. Hugh 
Lookadoo of Arkadelphia and 
Morrell Gathright of Pine Bluff 
plan to offer.

problem, they said, would be to 
set up regional and national 
pools of donors and recipients 
whose tissue is typed in ad- 
vance, "with emergency trans* 
portation of patients to selected 
centers."

Yes, I feel strongly 
about this. We've had 100 per 
cent post-flight Illness on these 
Apollo flights. 
I don't think 


we've got a spacecraft that car- 
ries germs around and infects 
them. And I can't see where the 
cape has changed that much 
from the Mercury and Gemini 
days. 


"What has changed Is, the 


complexity of the flights has In- 
creased such that the crew has 
got to put In considerable train- 
ing and long hours and they 
don't get enough rest." Berry 
added: 


"You 
take a crew which 


starts out a flight tired and you 
give them demanding tasks in a 
new environment without ade- 
quate rest. You bring them 
back, debrief them for 10 days. 
Then you put them out with 
thousands of people, and with 
their resistance low they've con- 
tracted Illnesses." 


Berry noted that all three of 


the Apollo 7 astronauts devel- 
oped colds shortly after they 
were launched Into orbit and 
that Air Force Col. Frank Bor- 
man became nauseated and suf- 
fered from an Intestinal aliment 
during the Apollo 8 moon orbit 
flight. 


He said all six of the astro- 


nauts on those two flights devel- 
oped medical problems, colds or 
intestinal upsets In a two-to- 
three-week period after they re- 
turned to earth. 


It was Berry's decision to 


postpone the flight, at a cost of 
$500,000 to the space agency.
